Came From: Turkey

“Like most persons the 
Turk is neither a saint nor a 
devil.’’-Mears 


“The Ottoman Empire is 
dead, long live Turkey.” 
When the National Assembly 
proclaimed a Republic on Oct. 
29, 1923, thousands of peo- 
ple on the streets were shout- 
ing just this plain sentence, 
which meant four years of war 
and suffering for their free- 
dom. 

The population of Turkey 
is 30 million and the area is 
296,185 square miles. Nine- 
ty-eight per cent of the pop- 
ulation is Moslem, the rest 
are Jews and Christians. 

Turkey can be considered as 
neither an Asian nor a Euro- 
pean country. It is the bridge 
between the two continents. 
The two cultures, the civili- 
zation of Europe and the mag- 
ic of the East, are well mixed. 


The veils and harems of the 
Ottoman Empire’s time have 
gone, but Turkey still keeps 
its attraction, like the rest of 
the Mediterranean countries. 
Turkey can be considered a 
rich country from the archae- 
ological view. 

Again you can see the myth- 
ology of Old Greece, the rich- 
ness of the Roman Empire, 
and the grandeur of the Ot- 
toman Empire well mixed in 
West Anatolia. 

The economic trade of Tur- 
key is mostly with the United 


States and Europe. Turkey is 
a member of N.A.T.O. and 
CENA O: 

Also, Turkey was accepted 
as a member of the European 
Common Market. Because of 
its recent progress in industry, 
Turkey is on the same econ- 
omic level with some of the 
European countries. 


Ever since the war in Viet 
Nam officials have been justi- 
fying our position with verses 
of morality. 

I contend that the issue of 
Viet Nam is amoral (outside 
the sphere to which moral 
judgements apply). 

Viet Nam is rich in re- 
sources. Prior to the war, its 
exports were: rice, rubber, 
fish, coal, lumber, pepper, cat- 
tle, and hides, corn, zinc, tin, 
tea, and coffee. 

This food would supple- 
ment the food supplies of the 
Chinese and the minerals 
would expedite their industrial 
and military build up. Most

of all, the United States is 
concerned with the ability of 
the Chinese to deliver their 
bomb. 

Should China take all of 
Viet Nam, no doubt she 
would swallow up the rest 
of the peninsula. This would 
give China control of the 
Straits of Malacca. The trad- 
ing ships that pass through 
these straits are the lifeblood 
of the economy of Japan. 

Should the Chinese sever 
these trade arteries Japan 
would suffer severely. 

Japan could easily be pres- 
sured to follow policy dictated 
by China. This could con- 


ceivably do considerable dam- 
age to our trade and political 
relations with Japan. 

There is nothing wrong in 
the U. S. acting in its own 
interest. However, bluenosed 
officials find a need for mor- 
alistic rationalization. This 
situation was best treated by 
Clyde Kluckhohn when he 
said: 

While many Americans 
are in some senses profound- 

ly irreligious, they still typ- 
ically find it necessary to 
provide moral justification 
for their personal and na- 
tional acts. 

No people moralize as 
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much as we do. The actual 
persuit of power, prestige, 
and pleasure for their own 
sake must be disguised if 
public approval is to be 
obtained. 

We further believe that 
morality and reason must 
coincide. 


Robinson's essay ““On Var- 
ious Kinds Of Thinking’’ re- 
fers to good and real reasons. 
The good, or superficial rea- 
son, being the moral justifica- 
tion of our acts. The reason 
being economic and political. 


Morality and reason do not 
necessarily coincide. 


Humanitarian Assistance 
To Viet Nam 


The burdens of any war 
befall upon the civilian popu- 
lation of a nation. 

It is so with Viet Nam. 

At the on-set of 1966, it 
was estimated that there were 
700,000 refugees of which 
one-third are between the ages 
Ornorand 17; 

In order to give assistance 
to these war-torn refugees, 
Senator Edward Kennedy (D- 
Mass.) called a meeting of 
student leaders from High 
Schools and colleges of Mass. 
at Faneuil Hall on Feb. 26, 
1966. 

The meeting was held to 
make students aware of the 
humanitarian efforts of the 
United States Government and 
other private organizations in 
Viet Nam. It was also a meet- 
ing to discuss student partici- 
pation in the humanitarian re- 
lief programs for refugees and 
other people of South Viet 
Nam. 

Ten agencies were repre- 
sented at this meeting and 
their respective spokesmen 
challenged students to take 
part in this effort to alleviate 
human suffering collectively 
or individually.

Groups were urged to raise 
money or materials for agen- 
cies like the International Res- 
cue Committee whose pro- 
gram include emergency as- 
sistance to war orphans and 
refugees; support of medical 
teams; and supplying of drugs 
and medicines; and the sup- 
port of social welfare person- 
nel to introduce up to date 
procedures of child-care and 
community development. 


Agencies like the American 
Friends Service Committee and 
the International Voluntary 
Services appealed to highly 
motivated individuals for ser- 
vice on their teams to work 
at the village level among 
those villages unreached by 
existing government aid pro- 
grams. 

The Student Government 
of N.E.C.C. has initiated a 
campaign to help an alumnus 
of this school in his work 


among the American Indians. 

Now another opportunity 
to serve has been opened to 
us. But the success of any 
program of this nature lies in 
you, the students of North- 
ern Essex.

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THE FOLK BOX

Alan Lomax, a noted col- 
lector of folklore and author 
of many books related to its 
history and origin, said,‘‘It 
seems to me that in folklore 
more than in any other of the 
arts, the performer or stu- 
dent must have a devotion to 
the material which is akin to 
love, and a very selfless love 
at that. Performers who ba- 
sically exploit the songs they 
know merely for the gain or 
for ego satisfaction somehow 
always miss the boat, no mat- 
ter now talented they are’. 

Ed Freeman wrote an art- 
icle for the January issue of 
“Broadside’’ and said that 
folk music is dying because of 
the lack of the very things 
mentioned above and,"’. . be- 
cause of our failure to follow 
up the potential of the im- 
provisational- possibilities of 
the idiom”’. 

An excellent example of 
Mr. Lomax’s contention and 
an answer to Mr. Freeman’s 
belief is Ian and Sylvia. 

Sylvia Fricker was born in 
Catham, Ontario, in 1940. 
What little formal music ed- 
ucation she had came from 
the piano lessons her mother 
gave her as a child, otherwise 
she is strictly self taught. Since 
she had no modern media 
from which to draw material, 
she learned all her songs from 
books. Thus she produced a 


style completely her own. She 
is an accomplished guitarist 
and autoharpist. 

Ian Tyson was born in 


British Columbia in 1933. He 2 


has worked as a lumberjack, 
migrant worker, and rodeo 
performer. It was during his 
recovery from a serious ‘rodeo 
accident that his interest in 
folk music began to materi- 
alize. He graduated from 
Vancouver School of Art in 
1957 and worked as a com- 
mercial artist just prior to 
making folk singing his full 
time occupation. Ian was in- 
fluenced most by Roy Guest, 
an English folk-singer, and 


by the recordings of Mike ~ 


Seeger and the New Lost City 
Ramblers. He, also, is a self 
taught vocalist and guitarist. 

The pair met while per- 
forming as soloists in Toron- 
to in 1960 and have worked 
together ever since (were mar- 
ried in ‘64). Their harmony 
and closeknit interplay pro- 
duce a pungent blend of 
unique sounds. Their reper- 
toire consists of songs they 
have performed to the extent 
that they have a deep feeling 
for them. In developing this 
feeling, songs invariably get 
changed slightly, thus the rea- 
son for their distinct style. 
Those songs that don’t de- 
velope into this patern are 
discarded. They believe,”....if 


you know the tradition and 
if you feel the particular song. 
you can do it in your own 
way without bastardizing it.”’ 


This suberb team has 
quickly moved to the head of 
the folk groups of Canada and 
their records are among the 
best sellers in the States. As 
long as there are dedicated 
performers such as these, folk 
won't die. 

They currently have four 
records in this country, all on 
the Vanguard label. The gui- 


tar work of the interludes is 
spectacular. Jan is ably assist- 
ed in this department bv John 
Herald or Monte Dunn. Their 
albums are: Ian %% Sylvia, 
Four Strong Winds, Northern 
Journey, and In the Early 
Morning Rain. Sylvia has 
written such songs as: You 
Were On My Mind, Travel- 
ling Drummer, and Maude’s 
Blues. Ian has a few to his 
credit too: Four Strong 
Winds, Four Rode By, Some 
Day Soon, and others. 


What Is A Student?
